Kule for Predicting tho Weather. 
About a year ago wo mentioned, with' 


out attaching much credit to it, an empir- 
ical rule by \vhi;h tho weather mizht.be 
predicted with tolerable certainly during 
the last twenty-four or twenty-five darn of 
a month, from that which prevailed during 
tho former ones. 
Tho .rule is now, how- 


ever, again brought forward with such ad- 
ditional arguments in its favor as lo induce 
us to return to the subject. It appeara 
that it was the late Marshal Bugeeud who 
discovered it in an old Spanish manuscript: 
lie was struck with tho great number of 
observations from which it had been de- 
duced, extending over more than ' fifty 
years, and resolved to verify it himself. 
The result of his observations was so' sat- 
isfactory ihat ho soon got into Ihe habit 
in Algeria of consulting the rule on all oc- 
casions when some important military or 
agricultural operation was in contempla- 
tion. The rule is as follows: " Eleven 
times out of twelve the weather will, dur- 
ing the whole lunation, bo the same as 
that which occurred on the fifth day of the 
moon, if on Ihu sixth day the weather was 
the same as on the fifth. And nine times 
out of twelve the weather of the fourlh day 
will last throughout tho moon, if the sixth 
turns out to bo like tho fourth," 
The 


Marshal used to add six hours to the sixth 
day before pronouncing on tlie weather, in 
order to make up for thu doily retarda- 
tion oi thu moon between two passages 
across the meridian. It is clear that this 
rule may not be always applicable, there 
being nothing to prevent tho sixth day 
from being quite different irom the fourth 
and fifth. JI. de Conchick, of Havre, has 
just published his observations, continued 
for ten months, nml which completely con- 
firm tho rule.
